.should be, like Cae.-ar's wife, entirely 
•'abo\esuspiciou ;'' and, in truth, there 
are good reasons which justify the de- 
mand for legislation upon this subject. 
If cold storage eggs are sold as fresb- 
Jaid stock it is an imposition and a 
deception. 


Finally there is this light shed upon 


cold storage poultry : 


It developed through investigation 


and a series of correspondence that 
fowls are killed sometimes without 
bleeding, packed before entirely dead 


j and frozen solid without removal of 
entrails. The presence of undigested 
food and extremeutious substances in 
such fowls must necessarily taint the 
flesh aud assist in its decomposition, 
aud particularly because of the fact 
that the frost is either wholly and par- 
tially removed after the fowls leave 
the cold storage chamber and before 
they reach the consumer. Bacterial 
action aud ptomaine poison ing quickly 
appearing with the actually putresceut 
condition which already exists, the 
danger to lift is unquestionably a 
serious one. Poultry which was killed 
a number of years ago, aud placed in 
refrigeration should be sold for what it 
is, and it should also have received 
proper and careful treatment before 
being stored away for the indefinite 
future.
